Milaine’s Reply.

Wasuimxeton, April 15.—Secretary 
Blaine completed his reply to the last 
le:ter from the Italian government 
yesterday, and sent a copy of it to the 
Marquis Jmperiali last night for trans- 
mission *to Marquis Di Rudini. Ic is 
understood to be long, and a com- 
plete answer to all questions raised in 
the last note from Italy, being much 
more volumipous than any preceding 
letters. Secretary Blaine, in bjs note, 
did not withdraw in the least from his 
original attitude, in declaring the law 
will take ‘its course and cannot be 
hurried ; that indemnity will probably 
be granted thé» families of the men 
killed at New Orleaus, in cases where 
it is proved they are Italiar subjects 
and entitled thereto, but this proof 
must be undoubted, and that the fed- 
eral government cannot trespass upon 
the prerogatives of the State which 
now controls action in the case. 


No Thereughfare.

The dispatches, which are supposed 
to originate from an insurgent source, 
add the insurgents’ army is increasing 
steadily in strength and intends 
shortly to warch upon the capital, 
Santiago de Chili, and Valparaiso.

Blaine’s \ reciprocity 
schemes and Secretary Rusk’s efforts 
in extending the niarkets for live stock, 
were a partial remedy for tke pres- 
ent depression. 


Speaker Elder of the Kansas House 
of Representatives, said those who 
had imperfect knowledge of the situa- 
tion were accustomed t» lay the biame 
upon the farmer, but there were other 
conditions and they were nearer 
the root of the eyil. One was the im- 
perfect operation of the law of supply 
and demand, which, in turn, was 
caused by mercenary consolidations of 
capital. by unscrupulous persons.. 
Such combinations were trusts, and 
they were the octupus \that fastened 
in its grasp the farmer, who, while 
the most numerous of all industria! 
classes, was at the same time the most 
helpless and, of all men, most miser- 
able. The trusts were flanked by 
speculative boards of trade. and 
| bucketshops, which forced ialse values 
upon the people. Another cause of 
the depression ‘was a teo contracted 
market... The farner wanted a wider 
field. They wanted reciprocity. Re- 
ciprocity was a good thing and they 
wanted all they could getof it. An- 
other way ‘of relieving the situation 
was by increasing the volume of 
money. Still another way was 4a 
combination of farmers against oppos- 
ing combinations. Farmers are now 
trying the last method. 


Dr. Parsons stated he was directed 
by the Secretary of the Department of 
Agriculture to represent that depart- 
ment at this congress, He spoke of 
the causes of the depression in agri- 
cuftare. One was the loss of foreign 
warkets to farmers because diseased 
cattle would not be bought. The way 
to regain the market was to eradicate 
the disease,.

Other causes for depression were high 
protective tariff, decreased volume of 
moneay and raising of freight and pas- 
senger rates to pay dividends of 
watered stock. Remedies were low 
tariff, increase {a the volume of cur- 
rency and the regulation of rai'roads 
so they could pay dividends only on 
actual capital invested.

DEVELOPING PANAMINT. 


Done Through the Bold Operations 
of E, P. Bains, 8 Man Well? 
Mnown in Nevada. 

The government explorations now 

in progregs in Death Valley and the 

Panamint range of mountains border- 

ing itonthe west, bring to mind the 

exploits of one of the boldest adven- 
turers among. the early miving opera- 
tors of the Great Basin, as this arid 
region was called when we were boys 
and studied ’gography back in the 

“States.” 

The Pahamint mines are situated 

on the western slope of the range, and 

some of them on the latteral spurs 
running from the main summit, and 
at an elevation of about 9,000 feet 
above sea level. The summits are 
from 10,000 to 11,000 feet in height, 
and the descent on the eastern slope 
being very abrapt into Death Valley, 
which is, about opposite Panamint, 

240 feet below sea level, gives the 

mountains an appearance of bold and 

rugged grandeur. The Panamint 
mines were discovered in 1872, but 
not brought into any notice until the 


prospectors bore very 
UNSAVORY REPUTATIONS 


suine trusted middle men. The rea- 
sons were made obvious in conclading 


one of the first scales when-the owners 
went to San Francisco to get their 
money. Wells, Fargo &Co’s agents 
were watching one of them for an old 
stage robbery and when the money 
was ready they demanded from him 
the restoration of $12,000, to cover 
losses sustained by his depredations, 
oran arrest would be the immediate 
result. Hevery coolly assented and 
asked for a receipt, and the money 
was paid. 

The success of selling the. mines 
was almost wholly due to the efforts of 
E. P. Rains, a man.who possessed 
the daring and dash of a Jim Fisk 


achievements in finance, had he been 
favored with any educational attain- 
ments; but inthis he was deficient 
and the knowledge of it bredin him 
@ reckless waste that was only equaled 
by his natural prodigality and gener- 
ous im pulse. e coveted money only 
for the pleasure of spending it- and he 
squandered it with a recklessness that 
was born of the spirit of '49 and his 
early associations in California. 


THE HISTORY OF HIS EFFORTS 

To ‘place’ the Panamint mines on 
the market would fill a volume, but 
the main facts are briefly told as fol 
lows: This writer chanced to journey 


with bim on his first trip, when, to 
reach Panamint, the trip was made 
from: Bakersfield,in Kern county, Cal., 
by stage, through Havilah and Walk- 
ers Pass, on the way to Cerro Gordo. 
At Little Owens Lake, Rains left the 
stage, procured a horse and crossed 
the Coso and Argus ranges, eightv 
wiles to the out-door camp at Pana- 
mint. He soon obtained a bond of 
the principvl mines and returned to 
San Francisco. No success met his 
first efforts, and he had to return for 
samples of ore to verify his highl 
colored statements. He returned and 
obtained about 1,000 pounds of hand- 
some specimens of coprer-stained ore, 
rich ip silver and very attractive in 
general appearance. He could hot 
get this carried out from Little Lake 
on the stage and had to send it by 
slow team through the Mojave desert 
to Los Angeles, nearly 300 miles. dis- 
tant. He wouldn’t risk it out of his 
sight -and hence he went with it. 
Arriving at Los Angeles, his plans as- 
sumed shap2. It was necessary 
TO CREATE A BOOM 

For the new mines in order to enlist 
capital. There he again met this 
writer, and through him sought in- 
troductions. Rains stopped at the 


Arlington Hotel, then the leading one 
vf Los Angeles, and in the barroom 
made a display of Panamint ore that: 
set the town agog, and aided by his 
lavish expenditure of money at the 
bar soon created a furore. He made 
no effort to sell any interests there, 
but gained the confidence of leading 
citizens and-got the Board of Trade to 
subscribe $4,000 toward building a 
wagon road to the new mines. The 
newspapers were full of Panamint, 
and he blossomed into print as Colonel 
Rains. The news reached San Fran- 
tisco, and when a week later Rains 
arrived and displayed his samples, be 
was the sensation of California street. 
His money was all expended, however, 
and going to Senator Jones, who was 
just on the eve of starting for Wash- 
ington, Rains pressed him for a loan 
and got the Senator's check for $1,000, 
to aid in placing the property. Rains 
started out at ouce to 
; ““PAINT THE TOWN RED,”’’ 

And succeeded in one night in squan- 
dering the $1,000, and woke up in the 
morning in jail. He soon found a 
friend to furnish bail, borrowed 


enough to buy a ticket and followed 
Senator Jonés to Washington. Then 
he presented his scheme so plausibly 
that the Sedator let him have money 
in liberal sums to promote the scheme, 
until Rains had borrowed frota him 
$15,000. Then to organize the com- 
pany Senators Jones and Stewart took 
an interest, and from that little com- 
mencement they were dragged into the 
scheme and with their associates sunk 
in less than two years’ time the mag- 
nificent sum of $2,000,000. Rains 
made many thousands out of his oper 
ations, but squandered it as fast as it 
came, and finally died in New York 
iless and was buried by the Cali-
